When the Premier of Prince Edward Island stepped out 
of his compact little province, cast one frowning glance 
toward the western horizon, and declared that Western 
Provinces were “damnably. extravagant.” he got quite a re¬ 
coil. His statement, wired across the continent, just prev¬ 
ious to the inter-provincial conference at Ottawa, sent the 
Western Premiers to .Ottawa in grand fighting trim, and 
there is no record that the charges of the impetuous gen¬ 
tleman from the Island were sustained. 

However, the fateful words “damnably extravagant,” 
gave Western Premiers good reason to bring up all their 
ammunition. It is said that Premier Brownlee’s speech 
on the economic situation on the prairies was one of the 
masterpieces of the Conference. He not only presented 
the actual position of a great part of the Western popu¬ 
lation through depressed farm prices and visitations of 
nature, but he emphasized in plain words the great pur¬ 
chasing power of the West, which in times past, has pour¬ 
ed money into the coffers of the banks, the transportation 
companies, the implement and other Eastern industries. 
He pointed further to the intimate relation between West 
and East and their interdependence. His climax was a 
ringing challenge to Eastern provinces to produce any

five Eastern provinces passed a resolution that they were 
not opposed to the federal government giving special fin¬ 
ancial consideration to such provinces in the West as 
could not carry on unaided. 

The Conference in other respects was more productive 
than previous gatherings of this! nature. The tone was 
more hopeful, and the measures suggested for recovery 
of a more substantial nature. The great public works 
program as a relief measure, was the main development 
of the Conference, and should absorb quite a proportion 
of those on relief.

opment. The g^perirrient of the N.R.A.,' the continuing 
failure of old methods to restore prosperity, have had a 
mental influence and the great gulf which formerly sep¬ 
arated the conservative opinion from advanced socialism 
is beginning to lessen. At least believers of these oppos¬ 
ed ranks are able to talk across the gulf with some (Meas¬ 
ure of understanding. Old prejudices and inherited be¬ 
liefs have taken secondary place, and there is no question 
that people in general are readier to consider the view 
points of others. 

In no part of Premier Brownlee’s speech does he advo¬ 
cate economic upheaval. His suggested measures for re¬ 
covery are such as are within scope of the existing 
governments. Little fault can be found with them by 
those who have suffered in the struggles of the past four 
years. He points out (1) that the West is part and par¬ 
cel of the Dominion and cannot take action that would 
conflict with other provinces or superior legislative juris¬ 
diction; (2) that our natural resources are only valuable 
in proportion to available markets which are largely out¬ 
side this country; (3) that our money must be reason¬ 
ably suitable as a medium of exchange internationally, as 
well as domestically. It must not be depreciated to the 
point of uselessness in international exchange. 

-With these thoughts in mind, he suggests as definite 
proposals for improvement an increase in and subsequent 
stabilization of the price levels. This could be brought 
about-by the establishment of a central bank under na¬ 
tional control, a general reduction in interest rates^ a 
moderate policy of inflation, provisions for short term 
and immediate credit. To secure markets and marketing 
measures, he. advocate a national control of wheat mar¬ 
keting facilities, greater sales effort in convincing con r 
suming countries of the flour value of Canadian wheat, 
aniT a marketing bnard for livestock and dairy products. 
The latter he advances as an immediate requirement. 
Other suggestions cover the ground of a public work pro¬ 
gram for relief, debt adjustment and tax consolidation. 


BEER PERMITS’ 


On June thus year the experimental three-year period 
of the Full Time Health Unit lapses, and citizens of this 
district will be called upon to vote for or against the con¬ 
tinuance of this service. The Rockefeller Foundation 
which has assumed a generous share in promoting this 
Health Service, does not, according to the initial under¬ 
standing, continue its support. It is presumed tha’t the 
value of the service, in maintaining 'better health in the 
Unit, has been demonstrated so clearly to the pubjic, that 
they will gladly carry a larger share of the cost. The 
upkeep will be divided between the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment and the area served! 

Although exact data is not available at the moment, the 
cost of the Full Time Service is little more percapita than 
the old part time M.H.O. service. In some areas it is said 
to be actually less. It is, as a matter of fact little more 
thn the price of a picture show. 

Balanced against that is the comprehensive service giv¬ 
en, a service devoted solely to the safeguarding of health 
in all aspects for every day of the year, The full ■ value 
of the work already instituted will not be realized ior 
many years, because the value of a healthy childhood is 
not realized until maturity makes its demands upon the 
body. The annual cheek up in health of the children, as 
well as of adults, has instituted a record of conditions that 
will provide a complete health history of the area served. 
It has been noted that in the majority of instances, the 
little disabilities recorded on .first examination, have 
been corrected, and the children restored to normal con¬ 
dition. These disabilities in many cases would have gone 
unnoted, eating steadily into the vitality and fitness, un¬ 
til they reached a stage demanding a much heavier toll 
both in expense and complete recovery. The discovery 
of little ailments, and attention to these before they be¬ 
come acute is one of the invaluable services of the Unit, 
and if the work is continued, the average of good health 
and good physique in this district should gradually reach 
high level. 

Again it has been frequently commented upon, that the 
area has been unusually free from epidemics of any na¬ 
ture during the last three years, and notably during the 
last year. A great share in this immunity must be given 
to the unit. Dr. Saunders and Ihis staff, through prompt 
isolation or control, have curbed any outbreak, restricting 
the occasional contagious illness as a rule to individual 
cases. Any epidemic is costly, if not in lives, at least in 
deduced vitality and susceptibility to other illnesses. 

One obvious result of the Health service has been the 
superior quality of milk provided for the buying public. 
The standard of milk service now given is unsurpassed in 
the province. 1 

These benefits to the district are only a very few of the 
numerous services rendered to the district by the Unit. It 
wiill be recalled that the immunization against small pox 
and diphtheria, the cafie of tubercular suspects, the pre¬ 
natal education* the laboratory and sanitation service, are 
all included in the total cost of the Unit. One of these 
services would approximate the total cost if carried out 
separately. ' > 

A foundation of good health, prevents waste in our 
great educational expenditures. It is the foundation of 
efficient, normal, enjoyable living. Without health, life 
has little value. By continuing the work of the Health 
l nit, at unbelievably_srpall cost per individual, we can at 
least assure our future citizens of reasonably good health 
in later'years—one .of the few assurances we can give 
them.

DOUGLAS CRITICISM 
IS ANSWERED 


LONG COULEE LITERARY 


(Written by the Vulcan Group) 


Those who x have been following the 
correspondence in the two Calgary 
papers relative to the Douglas pro¬ 
posals must have been struck, if they 
have any knowledge of the Douglas 
System, by the utter lack of intelli¬ 
gent criticism. With one single ex¬ 
ceptions, that of Mr. Schlagel which 
we answ^r^d in our last article, we 
have failed to see one which is wor¬ 
thy of notice. Nevertheless there are 
probably many who might be im¬ 
pressed und because no answer ap¬ 
pears imagine that Douglas advo¬ 
cates are confounded. Now it is ob¬ 
vious that if those in favor of the 
Douglas System had to answer every 
silly criticism which appears , they 
would be busy indeed* Reasonable 
criticism is welcomed and indeed in¬ 
vited but petty objections such as Mr. 
Dufffeld’s latest is hardly worth re¬ 
cognition. It does try one’s p^Jipnce 
to read such letters. Apparently Mr. 
Duffieldis a literary critic because 
all he finds fault with is Douglas’ 
style. We are not very much con¬ 
cerned with this side although we 
might say in passing that generally 
the criticisms of Douglas literary- 
ability has been favorable. W’e are 
tempted out of our very impatience 
tci ask who Mr. Duffield is and reck)l 
that some year or so ago he took a 
very active part in criticising the en¬ 
gineering work in connection with the 
Glenmore (Dam. Being an engineer, 
he probably. did carry some weight 
and possibly on account of his writ¬ 
ings inspired the enquiry which was 
later made. What a sorry figure he 
cut however, when faced by experts. 
We thought the trouncing Mr. Duf¬ 
field got then wohld have been a Jes- 
son, but apparently not. We- have no 
time for such men or criticisms in 
times like these. Our duty is to find 
•ut what is wrong that in an age of 
plenty, millions are without the ne¬ 
cessities of life. Every reasonable 
suggestion should be investigated and 
out of the many proposals those of 
Douglas have gained the "most atten¬ 
tion. In fact it can now he confident 
ly stated that Douglas proposals 
have arrived and are definitely here 
to stay. Let us briefly sum up the 
proposals: 

We are living- in an age of plenty, 
yet, because of the policy and prac¬ 
tice of the money monopoly, we are 
denied the use of the things we need. 
There is always a deficiency in pur¬ 
chasing power because costs which 
must be recovered in the prices of 
consumable goods represent plant 
charges plus labor charges , and the 
money available to purchase°consum- 
able goods is labor charges only. 
Moreover, any savings made-by la¬ 
bor only increases the shdrtage of 
purchasing power. The remedy is to 
issue consumer credit to make up the 
deficiency. Douglas suggests the 
technique whereby this can be drfne 
without inflation. 

There seems to be a conviction in 
some people’s minds that only the 
“Down and Outs’’ are clamoring for 
the Douglas System and therefore it 
should be rejected. This, of course, 
is not the truth hut it is at least a 
compliment to the “Down and Outs” 
that they are mentally active instead 
of settling down to a smug compla¬ 
cency. The truth is, however, that 
many notable men of business are ac¬ 
tively Douglas supporters. One of- 
the most enthusiastic champions of. 
Douglas is Mr. Arthur Kitson, a 
large manufacturer and exporter on 
a large scale. Mr. Kitson is probab¬ 
ly the most brilliant writer in the 
world today on the- Gold Standard 
and has for many years, even before

Then again, we have the South¬ 
ampton Chamber of Commerce com¬ 
posed of the largest and most suc¬ 
cessful business men of that city 
who appointed an impartial commit¬ 
tee to investigate conditions. The 
report is avilable today in pamphlet 
form, the deliberate conclusions of 
hard-headed and successful business 
men. 

We quote below an extract from 
the London Chamber of Commerce 
for December 1933: “Until the na¬ 
tions are at last forced by circum¬ 
stances to cease tinkering with re¬ 
sults and instead to dpal with root 
cSuses it will be impossible to stop 
the rot. Why are nations anxious to 
get rid of their real wealth out of 
their country and to receive in return 
nothing which is of any use to any¬ 
body, i.e., to ,build uu debts which 
they know cannot be paid except in 
goods and services which they are 
unwilling to receive? Clearly it is 
because each nation is giving, inter¬ 
nally, to itiF own people, utterly in¬ 
adequate purchasing power to enable 
them to acquire what they have them 
selves produced or what they are en¬ 
titled to receive from other nations 
in exchange for their production. In 
a sane world a statesman would be 
expected to enter into conference 
with those of other nations to see 
how much of their real wealth [he 
could obtain in exchange for that of 
his own. He would rightly be thought 
to be a candidate for Bedlam if he 
came back and triumphantly announc 
ed that toe had arranged to send to 
another nation a large quantity of 
the real wealth of his ow-n country 
and to receive in return very little of 
theirs; and yet, this is, in fact, what 
every statesman is trying to do, since 
every country wishes to export and 
not to import.” 

Big business .realizes that it too, 
will be among the “Down and Outs”if 
present policies be continued 

Let us wake up a little here and 
demand of our Government that a 
thoroughly impartial enquiry be 
made, an inquiry absolutely free 
from all bias to find out the truth of 
the analysis and the practicability of 
the remedy proposed by Douglas. 

New Zealand and Australia are 
years ahead of us in this line. We 
are the vpj-y last of the Dominions to 
take up active study of the Douglas 
proposals. Our politicians are con 
tinuously reminding us and are proud 
to 1 toast of-our enormous wealth and 
resources. Probably we are in a most 
fortunate position as compared with 
biany other nations hut we certainly 
cannot to date boast of our progres¬ 
siveness in matters which are vitally 
important to our individual welfare.

Hon. George Hoadley Informs U.F.A. 

Convention of His Plans for More 
Comprehensive Policy 

It has been known for some time 
that Hon. George Hoadley has had 
in contemplation a system of com¬ 
plete health insurance. This was 
launched at the U.F.A. convention 
last Friday, and will be later pre¬ 
sented to the Provincial legislature. 
The convention adopted resolutions 
endorsing state medicine and pre- 
marriage health certificates. 

Mr. ' Hoadley’s Health Insurance 
seheme involves hospitalization, med¬ 
ical care, medicines and preventive 
treatment. This is the ultimate aim 
which would bring all health preser¬ 
vation under the one scheme. Admit¬ 
ting that the entire project could not 
be put into effect immediately, the 
speaker pointed out the ultimate 
benefit to the public of such an all 
embracing project. 

A complete health insurance 
scheme would rank as a ten million 
dollar project, and might eventually 
be accepted by the Legislature. This 
would be borne 2-9 by the state, 2-9 
by the employer and 6-9 by the in¬ 
sured, and would develop at an aver¬ 
age of $24 annually per family. 

There is a growing acceptance of 
the feasibility of state medicine. 
Many doctors have (expressed approv¬ 
al, and the numbers of dissenters are 
growing fewer each year. While one 
would judge that the Minister of 
Health scarcely hoped for a complete 
scheme, at once, it is apparent that 
he is hopeful of some results. 

During his regime as Minister of 
Health, Mr. Hoadley has been active 
and effective. The municipal hospital 
plan conceived and initiated by the 
previous government, has been ex¬ 
tended throughout the province and 
has been kept up to a high standard 
of efficiency. 

His supervision of Mental Hospi¬ 
tals has encouraged the use of ad¬ 
vanced methods for treatment which 
has been most successful from a cur- 
aative standpoint. His travelling 
clinics, and full time health units are 
other evidences of his energy and his 
desire to build up the health and hap¬ 
piness standards of the province. 

It is npte worthy also that the. 
Sterilization Bill, brought into effect 
some years ago in Alberta, is only 
now finding favor in European coun¬ 
tries and other parts of Canada. 

There is much to indicate the en¬ 
terprise of our Health Minister, and 
experience has proved that his 
dreams of today, become the accepted 
facts of tomorrow.
